Ashley Luka 
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Welcome to Elite Ashley, how have you 
been? Lovely, thank you! Pretty busy but 
all good. 

So a bit of a chicken and the egg question 
to start. What came first for you, tattoos 
or modelling? Tattooing came first! T 
think I had my first actual photo shoot 
in April 2011? I think I’d been tattooing 
full time just over 8 months at the time. I 
had done a couple of little photo shoots as 
favours for friends at Uni before that, but 
nothing professional. 

Where did your passion for tattooing 
come from? Are you just an artistic 
person by nature, and ink was your 
outlet? Yeah I’ve always been into art. I 
was one of the kids that wanted to stay 
inside drawing instead of going out to 
play. My nan taught me to draw a cat 
when I was real young and I never looked 
back! I took Art at college too, along with 
Biology, Chemistry and Physics. Art 
was always a bit of a release for me and 
I’d spend all of my time in the art rooms 
when I wasn’t in other lessons, T was a 
real geek haha. I didn’t have many friends 
at college! 

Being a heavily tattooed model, your 
modelling and your artwork are 
intertwined somewhat. Why do you 
think tattoo culture is going through 
such a boom right now? I think it’s a very 
fashionable thing at the minute, possibly 
because of celebrity influence. I definitely 
see trends in tattooing when someone 
famous has a new tattoo. I’ve lost count 
of the amount of Cheryl Cole style hand 
tattoos I’ve done! I think celebrities are 
making tattoos more mainstream and 
acceptable, albeit usually terrible ones! 

So what’s popular at the moment? 
What designs are people running into 
your shop and asking for? Well I’ve just 
moved to a new shop called The Square 
in Solihull, and luckily most of the 
customers I have there are leaning more 
towards awesome stuff that I love to do, 
so I have no complaints at the minute. 
Before that there was definitely a big call 
for religious sleeves, and T was tattooing a 
lot of script too. 
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What about your pieces Ashley? I won’t ask about 
them all, but roughly how many designs do you have 
at present? 

I honestly couldn’t tell you a number. It’s difficult to say 
because something like a sleeve or a back piece is done 
over a number of sittings so I’m not entirely sure. I have 
a finished back piece, a finished sleeve, an unfinished 
sleeve, a lady on my side, 3 portraits, 1 unfinished 
Japanese type leg sleeve, and the other leg is a bit of a 
random selection which I’ve let my friends doodle on! 

You’ve mentioned a few pieces there that I’d love to 
get some more details on. Your back piece for one, it’s 
an event to take in in its entirety. You must get asked 
about it all the time, but could you talk us through it? 

Haha yeah it gets a little attention! I originally had a 
horrible wonky tribal design on my lower back that I 
really wanted to cover up. It eventually got covered 



with some smoke and cherry blossoms that leads into 
a phoenix. At the top there are two swallows holding 
roses, with the quote nothing really dies as long as it’s 
not forgotten’ - this was originally for my bulldog Spike 
who I adored and sadly passed away, but it’s a really 
lovely quote in general, from a trilogy of books called 
The Forbidden Game. Then there’s a crown on top of 
that with some more cherry blossoms. The whole thing 
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It is a wonderful visual journey to go on. Lastly on 
your own pieces, could T also ask about your sea 
inspired sleeve, and the blushing woman on your 
shin? Two other designs that are superb choices. 

Sure! The underwater sleeve is by Charlotte Timmons, 
and is something I wanted ever since I could remember 
but I was really hesitant to start it because T had an 
image in my mind of how I wanted it, and it had to be 
perfect. I used to want to be a Marine Biologist when 
I was younger, and sharks are one of my favourite 
animals, so that s the reason for that sleeve. The lady on 
my shin was tattooed by Rachel Baldwin at Liverpool 
Tattoo Convention in 2011. She was a bit of a spur of 
the moment thing, I went to see Rachel who showed 
me lots of designs and we settled on that one. There’s 
no real reason behind it, I just love her ladies! Also, 
shin tattoos are NOT pain free!! Haha. 


Speaking of pain, a woman in your position would 
he perfect to answer these questions. Firstly, where’s 
the most painful place to get tattooed in your 
opinion. Also, as a tattooist, where is the most 
awkward place to give someone a design? 

EVERYWHERE! I’m generally a massive wuss and 
I’m finding that tattoos hurt more as I get older! I’d 
say shin, ribs, feet/hands/fingers, knees, wrists and 
lower back are pretty high pain though. Ribs/stomach 
are, for me, the worst places to tattoo someone, 
mostly because the side of your body naturally dips 
in the middle, so it’s hard to get someone into a good 
position to tattoo. And you have to try and counteract 
the movement of someone breathing in and out, 
which can be really tough. 
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On to your modelling if we may Ashley, iVe 
had the pleasure of delving into your portfolio 
many times. I adore the way you use your body 
in your work, examples of which can be seen in 
you Elite feature this month. You’ve got a dance 
and gymnastics background, do you think that 
helps with positioning and holding poses when 
you’re working? Would you say some of the same 
disciplines are used in dance and modelling in 
terms of body posture and movement? 

I do! Yeah they definitely intermix. I’m still quite 
bendy from gymnastics so I can get myself into some 
positions that I probably wouldn’t be able to if I didn’t 
have the same background. Modelling is harder on the 
body than people think, after a photo shoot my back 
is in pieces for a couple of days from sticking my bum 
out so much haha! Dance definitely helps in keeping 
my movements fluid and not being stiff. 

I mentioned your fabulous Elite feature, and can 
I get your impression of the days shooting and 
working with Adam Hoskins? 

Adam was a lovely guy, I think one of the first things 
he did was get me naked and in the bath! Haha. I felt 
super comfortable with him and I think he took some 
awesome photos. I’d love to work with him again. 
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That’s a pretty good first step we’d say. We echo your 
love of the pictures you two produced. How have 
you enjoyed your Elite debut Ashley? 

It’s been awesome! I’m super excited to see the final 
thing and hopefully be in Elite a lot more from now 
on! 

Fantastic news. Have you got a message for all 
our Elite readers, some of whom have just been 
introduced to your awesomeness for the first time.

What do you think natural light gives 
to a picture, and why do you like using it so much? 

I’m not sure if I can explain why I like natural light, I 
just do. It’s honest. 


What camera equipment do you use most when 
shooting? Just me, my Nikon D3s and a couple of 
lenses. 

Do you direct your models much while shooting? 
Or are you happy to let them do their own thing 
and photograph the results? I direct most of the 
time, but every now and then I’ll ask the model to 
‘do their thing,’ we both get the kind of looks/poses 
we want that way.
